DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner acknowledges the applicant's Amendment filed Sep 4, 2002 in response to 
the Office action made on Jun 4, 2002. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Neither prior art of record nor references teach a shift mechanism for a bicycle gear 
assembly as recited in claim 1, particularly to a detent element having two noses, each nose 
engaging different toothed segments and when one nose is disengaged from the toothed segment, 
the actuating part is turned by tensile force of the tension cable.
